“For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and man, the 
man Jesus Christ; who gave himself 
a ransom for all, to be testified in due 
time,” 1 Tim. 2:5, 6. 


RANSOM is the act of redeeming a 
captive by payment of a consider- 
ation. Or the ransom may be the 
price paid or demanded for the re- 
lease of a prisoner, or one held in cap- 
tivity. To further illustrate what a 
ransom is, let us consider that a child 
has been kidnapped from its parents, 
and is held in some secret place of 
captivity while the captor demands a 
certain sum of money for its safe re- 
turn to its parents. The price paid for 
the child’s liberty is the ransom, be- 
cause it is the price of liberty. 


Christ is a “RANSOM FOR ALL.” 
He is the price paid for our redemp- 
tion. Now since a ransom has been 
paid—and no ransom would be paid 
without necessity—let us examine the 
case and find out why the ransom was 
paid. 


All the human family of the earth 
once lived in the garden of Eden in 
liberty, happiness, and freedom from 
sin. The devil, our chief enemy, made 
an attack upon the human family and 
by means of deceit kidnapped and 
carried them away into sin’s captivity 
where they have been held captive 
ever since. Paul made a statement in 
regard to his own captivity while he 
served under the law. “But I see an- 
other law in my members, warring 
against the law of my mind, and 
bringing me into captivity to the law 
of sin which is in my members,” 
Romans 7:23. 


While Paul lived under the law, he 
confessed that he was in captivity to 
the law of sin. He was bound by the 
powers of sin. When he would do good, 
evil was always present to prevent 
him. 


Paul’s experience was in no way 
different to others who live in sin. 
There is a powerful law that works 
within the members of every sinner, 
holding him in captivity to the evils 
of sin. When Paul lived in this state 
of life, he confessed, “O wretched man 
that I am, who shall deliver me from 
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the body of this death?” Paul recog- 
nized his desperate need of a deliver- 
er. He saw himself lost, bound in sin’s 
captivity. 


After man fell in the garden of Eden 
from his holy state of living, he 
drifted farther and farther away from 
God and holiness. He finally became 
so wicked that God decided to destroy 
him by a flood and only eight per- 
sons were saved. After this punish- 
ment men continued to live on in sin. 
God’s next effort to bring man back 
to a holy state of living was the giving 
of the law on Sinai, which provided for 
the sacrifice of innocent beasts and 
the shedding of their blood for the sins 
of man, but Paul said this failed; “For 
what the law could not do, in that it 
was weak, through the flesh, God sent 
his own son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh and for sin condemned sin in 
the flesh,” Romans 8:3. 


The body and blood of animals was 
not enough to pay the ransom price 
to bring captured man back home to 
God. This price failing to purchase 
our redemption, God so loved the 
world that He gave His own Son as 
the ransom for our final release from 
sin’s captivity. Now since the price is 
paid, it is up to the individual to ac- 
cept his liberty and return unto God 
and a life of liberty. Christ declared 
that he whom the Son makes free is 
free indeed. 


Now since the ransom for our de- 
liverance is paid, let us consider the 
value of the ransom. Peter, describ- 
ing the price of our redemption, said, 
“Ye were not redeemed with corrup- 
tible things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation ... . but with 
the precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without 
spot.” Silver and gold will purchase 
almost any perishable thing of this 
world; but there was not, and yet is 
not enough silver and gold to pur- 
chase the redemption of fallen man- 
kind. The streets of heaven are made 
of pure gold as clear as crystal. The 
twelve gates are twelve pearls and its 
walls are decorated with all kinds of 
precious stones, but all the wealth of 
heaven is not sufficient to pay the re- 
demptive price of man. If the price

could have been paid by the world, we 
believe that God would have given the 
earth, rather than His own Son. He 
could have created another world 
within six days. But it required His 
own Son to suffer and shed His own 
precious life’s blood to make the final 
contribution for our deliverance. I 
don’t believe that the sacrifice of Ga- 
briel and Michael and every other an- 
gel in heaven would have purchased 
our redemption. 


There was nothing in the earth, un- 
der the earth, on the earth, or in heav- 
en that lay nearer the heart of God 
than His beloved Son, His Son that 
was with Him when the foundations 
of the earth were laid, and when all 
the plans of creation were completed. 
But God’s love which is so infinite, 
reaching down to fallen humanity, 
submitted to giving His Son that man 
may have his liberty and freedom 
from sin. 

A trip to earth by the Son of God 
was not sufficient. Preaching the gos- 
pel to those who opposed and perse- 
cuted Him was not enough. Long hours 
of teaching and nights spent in 
prayer would not suffice. Abuse by 
smiting Him in the face, plucking His 
beard, scourging His back, crowning 
His head with thorns would not pay 
the price. It required His own pre- 
cious blood; not the blood of an or- 
dinary man, but the blood of the Son 
of God, a man who never wronged or 
harmed anyone, a man who never 
committed a sin, but was pure, holy 
and undefiled. No wonder the Apostle 
Peter said “PRECIOUS BLOOD.” It 
was precious because of His relation- 
ship with God. It was precious be- 
cause of His own holiness. It was pre- 
cious because of what it did in pur- 
chasing the redemption of man. Ev- 
erything else had failed. 

Now since God and heaven sacri- 
ficed the most precious jewel of: the 
celestial world, and the Son made the 
tremendous sacrifice for our redemp- 
tion by giving His life, what are you 
going to do? Will you refuse to be re- 
leased? Will you remain in sin’s cap- 
tivity? Will you pass the cross where 
this ransom was placed, unheeding? 
These are individual questions, and 
they concern everyone.

Probably no other human being ever 
advanced so far in life under physical 
handicaps. It is not likely that any 
one person ever in life has borne more 
responsibility, made more friends, or 
was more widely known than Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He was not only a 
great leader, but one with great com- 
passion and thoughtfulness of others. 
This is reflected broadly in his efforts 
to help those afflicted with infantile 
paralysis. Yet there came a time with 
him, as with all other human beings, 
when he desired to be “alone.” On an 
evening drive out upon the mountain 
overlooking the beautiful valleys and 
scenery of Warm Springs, where he 
had sought rest and refreshment for 
his physical needs, while accompanied 
by his guard of private detectives, he 
asked “to be left alone.” Now what was 
the significance of this request? There 
is but one logical answer; knowing his 
physical condition as he did, did he 
not understand that the end was prob- 
ably near; and like most all other hu- 
man beings, did he not feel the need 
of succor and comfort from a God of 
love and mercy? I like to think of 
him in this hour of loneness consult- 
ing not with men for advice concern- 
ing the things of men, but with God 
concerning his personal spiritual 
needs. His advance in life under great 
physical handicap should inspire and 
encourage others to take hold and to 
make good in life even under difficult 
circumstances. Whether you agreed 
with all of his policies or not, he was 
a great soul; probably more beloved 
than any other President. His name 
will ever live in history and will con- 
tinue to live in the hearts of all who 
have known of him.

Rigid German Control 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower broad- 
cast the following proclamation to the 
German people: 

“It is the policy of the Supreme 
Command to eradicate Nazism and 
German militarism in all their aspects 
from the German educational system. 
All active Nazis and ardent Nazi sym- 
pathizers and militarists will be re- 
moved from educational positions, and 
all educational institutions (except 
boarding schools and orphanages) will 


be closed until Nazism is eliminated. 
Elementary schools will be reopened 
first. School supplies and facilities 
must be furnished from your own re- 
sources. ... All Nazi party organiza- 
tions and their affiliates in schools, all 
special Nazi schools, all Nazi youth 
organizations and adult educational 
organizations will be abolished, and 
new organizations may not be found- 
ed without permission of the military 
government. 

“German teachers will be instructed 
to eliminate from their teaching any- 
thing that: 

“(a) Glorifies militarism or ex- 
pounds the practice of war or mobili- 
zation and preparation for war, 
whether in the scientific, economic or 
industrial fields, or the study of mili- 
tary geography. 

“(b) Seeks to propagate, revive or 
justify the doctrines of Nazism or to 
extol the achievement of Nazi leaders. 

“(c) Favors a policy of discrimina- 
tion on grounds of race or religion. 

“(d) Is hostile to or seeks to dis- 
turb the relations between any of 
the United Nations. 

“Any infringement of these provi- 
sions will be cause for immediate dis- 
missal and punishment. 

“The Military Government will not 
intervene in questions of denomina- 
tional control of German schools, or 
religious instruction in German 
schools, except insofar as may be nec- 
essary to insure that religious instruc- 
tion and the administration of such 
schools conform to such regulations as 
are, or may be established for all sub- 
jects and all schools.”

Then she is living 
with another HOPE—God grant it— 
and that HOPE is that her other son 
or sons will not be taken from her 
heart and home because of such beasts 
as Hitler, Mussolini, and Tojo. Her 
HOPES do not stop there. No. She is 
hoping and praying that the lovely lit- 
tle home close by and all the homes in 
the whole wide world will be spared 
such tragedy as has come to her home. 

Here is another kind of hope arising 
from the hearts of hundreds of inoth- 
ers in our world of gloom, as expressed 
in a request by a mother with tear- 
dimmed eyes in the Phoenix, Arizona, 
camp meeting: “You know I received 
words a few weeks ago that one of my 
precious boys was killed in action. 
This, with the fact that my other boy 
is in a dreadful German prison camp, 
is almost more than I can bear. Please 
pray for our boy and for us that we 
will stand up under this burden and 
that our boy will be returned ito us.” 
Hope like this maketh not ashamed. 
God grant to keep our mothers, as well 
as all of us, filled with HOPE unto the 
END. 

Love is charity and charity is divine 
love and that is the one characteris- 
tic that makes a wife capable of being 
a-real mother. No matter how ugly her 
little babe may be, he is pretty and 
lovely and stands the chance of be- 
coming the greatest man in the world, 


even the president of the United 
States of America. Every son and every 
daughter is under great responsibility 
to their mothers and should never tire 
of striving to be the greatest success 
possible, due to the sacrifices they 
have made for them and the pride 
they take in them. 

With no one is it truer that “love 
covers a multitude of sins” than with 
a mother concerning her children. To 
you her child’s speech may sound any- 
thing but the truth, but to her it is an 
unquestionable fact until full proof to 
the contrary is given. The boy may 
grow up to be a notorious criminal 
that is hunted by officers and hated 
by the public, yet his mother LOVES 
him. The voice of Charity cries out 
from her very soul, “He is my boy.” 
The daughter may be an inmate of a 
bawdy house and attached so definite- 
ly to the red light district and its sins, 
and diseased in such a way as to be 
sold body and soul for ever, yet to her 
mother she is precious. She may be 
beneath the notice and respect of so- 
ciety, yes to the public an untouchable, 
but the arms of her mother will en- 
circle her at the first opportunity and 
her lips will rain kisses upon her 
cheeks that have been defiled by lust- 
ful men. 

It is terrible to state, yet it is true, 
that many mothers have been treated 
cruelly and mean by their children. 
Yet, despite all the disrespect and in- 
juries inflicted upon them, the moth- 
ers continue to love the wicked chil- 
dren. I was in court when a young man 
was being tried for beating his mother 
almost to death and I was moved to 
tears when the mother made the 
statement, “I still love Henry.” She 
still loved that cur of a boy who had 
beaten her into insensibility! 


This Mother’s Day is coming to us 
under heavy war clouds, when prac- 
tically every mother’s heart and home 
is affected dreadfully either directly 
or indirectly. I dare say that if all the 
pains in the hearts of mothers were 
healed suddenly the earth would re- 
verberate with shouts of joy. The Lord 
hasten the day when such will be a 
glorious reality. 

I have tried to pay tribute on many 
occasions to mothers and have spoken 
along numerous lines, but never have 
I been able to convey the real message 
of my heart. Never have I been able 
to tell or show my precious seventy-

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I consider it fitting and proper that 
we combine our tribute to parents in 
one article. 


“Honour thy father and thy moth- 
er,” Exodus 20:12. “For God command- 
ed saying, Honour thy father and 
mother,” Matthew 15:4. “Children, 
obey your parents in the Lord: for 
this is right. Honour thy father and 
mother; which is the first command- 
ment with promise,” Eph. 6:1,2. ' 


It is remarkable that God in both 
the dispensation of His law and His 
grace should pay such attention and 
signal honor to parenthood. It is in- 
teresting also to note the part that 
children are to play in exalting their 
parents to their proper place. In Eph. 
6:1, “Children, obey your parents in 
the Lord,” is the New Testament’s 
initial step in honoring parents, and 
we know that children are command- 
ed and expected-to honor their father 
and mother by obedience, and every 
parent should expect nothing less, or 
more as for that matter. 


On the other hand, we parents 
should take stock of our stand with 
and our obedience to the One who 
gave this command and to whom we 
will assuredly give account some day. 
Let us expect honor from our children 
according to the way we honor God, 
for the command to children is to 
OBEY YOUR PARENTS IN THE 
LORD. 

While I would not, for my right arm, 
steal or attempt to rob any father or 
mother of the honor which is due 
them, yet in fairness to all and to the 
Bible, parents are as duty bound to 
BRING THEIR CHILDREN UP IN THE 
NURTURE AND ADMONITION OF 
THE LORD, AS CHILDREN ARE TO 
OBEY THEIR PARENTS. 


Let us, we parents, on these days 
when we are expecting the radio, the 
press, and the pulpit to pay tribute to 
PARENTHOOD, search our hearts and 
by the grace of God so dedicate our 
lives that we will be worthy of the 
many nice things which will be said 
about us. 

Before we became parents we recall 
something as follows: LEAVING ALL 
OTHER, KEEP THEE ONLY HER, 
HIM. This pledge, made in marriage, 
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lays a strict but just obligation upon 
the prospective parent. The increase 
in disrespect for parents by their chil- 
dren and the alarming rate at which 
the American home is being destroyed 
by divorce evil, both of which are 
working together and are already the 
most serious menace to all American 
institutions, is chargeable in a large 
sense to the husband’s and wife’s vio- 
lation of their marriage vow. Infi- 
delity in this vow is no more consid- 
ered as a departure from the exalted 
position of husband and wife, and re- 
marriage of divorcees not looked upon 
as our Master stated it (adultery). 
Neither Congress, the courts, a great 
majority of churchmen (many of 
whom are parents), and society in 
general consider a violation of this 
vow as a very serious matter. Reason 
would tell us that no father or mother 
can sustain the moral and spiritual 
level of the family and the home and 
justly claim and expect to be honored 
in the face of such a situation. Infidel 
husbands and wives are making infi- 
del fathers and mothers and raising 
a generation of infidel children (and 
no home or country can hold together 
under such disrupting, corruptible in- 
fluences which many parents have 
not only accepted but wholeheartedly 
endorsed). 


INDEBTEDNESS 


The father owes it to the mother 
(husband to wife) that she know 
about his business conditions, his in- 
come, and his obligations. If she is a 
wife to him and mother of his chil- 
dren, she, by all good reason and 
common sense, is worthy of being rec- 
ognized and appreciated as a partner. 
She in turn owes it to the father to 
always be respectful of and show due 
reverence for such a husband. Such 
parents, such partnerships, build and 
maintain the ideal home, and no ora- 
tor, matters not how eloquent, can 
frame sentences and compose para- 
graphs which will pay too high trib- 
ute to them. 


Children should understand that the 
one good turn that father and mother 
appreciate most is family teamwork, 
all for the family and not just for 
father and mother alone. No real par- 
ent is asking his or her family to wait 
on them all the time. True fathers 
and mothers are ready to serve, and 
the best way in which parents can be 
served is for children to be obedient 
and all unite and work together for 
the common interest and the highest 
good of each and for the preservation 
of the good name of the family. As 
parents (those who desire to be hon- 
ored), let us have the larger joy of 
all for each and each for all, family 
for community, neighborhood, coun- 
try, and CHURCH; centrally, of the 
father and mother. The family atti- 
tude toward them and their attitude 
toward the family is a test of the 
home’s quality. The mother’s life is 
approximately two-thirds in the home 
and one-third out, while the father’s 
is the reverse. When he spends his 
time outside and she spends her time 
inside the home as they should, the 
time they spend together will make 
home akin to heaven. For such fathers 
and mothers I bow my head in thanks 
to God and to such I acknowledge that 
the weakness of words and lack of 
ability to frame them into sentences 
makes it impossible for me to pay 
proper tribute to you on MOTHER’S 
AND FATHER’S DAY.

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He Cast Out Devils With His Words

Matt. 8:16, “When the even was 
come, they brought unto him many 
that were possessed with devils: and 
he cast out the spirits with his word, 
and healed all that were sick.” John 
14:12, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that believeth on me, the works 
that I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do; because 
I go unto my Father.” Mark 16:17, 
“And thesé signs shall follow them 
that believe; In my name shall they 
cast out devils.” 


I am here telling of a few things 
God has done, for the benefit of those 
who are writing me to come and pray 
for them. There have been numbers 
of cancers and tumors healed just as 
I would speak to them or to the parties 
who had them. They disappeared in- 
stantly. I have my prayer of faith 
prayed before coming to the sick, as 
I pray four or five hours a day, and if 
I can get the sick to believe, they can 
be healed over the telephone or any- 
where I contact them. Tubercular peo- 
ple are healed while I am talking to 
them. For example, Brother McGee 
Gallahar, of Waynesboro, Tenn., had 
been bedfast for three years, had thir- 
ty-four hemorrhages, and had to be 
helped up in bed. I was taken to their 
home about December 29, 1944, and 
talked to him a few minutes and asked 
him to get up in bed. He sat up and 
told his mother to get his clothes. She 
got his clothes, he put them on, and 
I told him to walk. He walked across 
the floor, and I said, “Run,” and he 
ran back across the floor. He said, 
“Mother, I am getting stronger,” and 
he has never had to go back to bed. 
The last time I heard from him, in 
February, he said he was gaining four 
pounds a week. I never prayed, just 
spoke the word, and the work was 
done. Jesus cast out the spirits with 
His Word and He said, “Greater works 
than these shall ye do because I go to 
my Father.” 


ROUSE 


I had a call to Lawton, Okla., to 
pray for a child who had a cancer of 
the stomach. I called the mother over 
the phone from Knoxville, Tenn., in 
the month of May or June, and the 
mother answered. I asked her what 
she wanted. She said she wanted me 
to come and pray for her child about 
three years of age. I told her I could 
not come, but if she was so she could 
get the child in her arms God could 
heal it while I was talking to her. She 
said, “It is lying on the bed.” I said, 
“Pick it up in your arms,” and when 
she did, it was so sore it began to ‘cry 
and the mother asked me if I could 
hear it crying. Yes, I could hear it cry- 
ing, but I said, “You just lay your 
hand on its body where it is suffering 
and God can heal it.”

Brother L. C. Pennington told me at 
the Assembly in Columbus, Ohio, that 
the child was getting along fine. 


My purpose in writing this to the 
Evangel is to inform everyone who is 
wanting me to come and pray for 
them, if you will contact me you can 
get healing over the phone, as this 
child, and just as easily as I speak to 
them in my presence. I believe God 
can heal you if I can get to speak to 
you, and why should anyone doubt 
this when our great Healer, Jesus, has 
promised it to us if we will believe on 
Him.

winding around the hillsides, con- 
tinually losing altitude, we came to 
a rather nice plain and continued 
driving through the tropical heat. We 
stopped at Jutiapa where we enjoyed 
a pleasant visit with some Assembly 
of God missionaries. Another time we 
stopped by the side of the road to 
enjoy a fine lunch that Sister Hog- 
gatt had fixed for us. We ate it under 
the shade of a tree and both the lunch 
and the shade were enjoyed as the 
weather was quite warm. 


Leaving the car by the side of the 
road at the home of some members 
of the Church of God, we joined a 
group of natives who had some horses 
and mules ready for the three-hour 
ride to the little pueblo of Harcones. 
Here we met a happy group of people 
who were anxiously looking forward 
to our arrival. Following my usual 
custom, I soon made friends with 
some of the children who were around 
and by the time dinner was ready in 
the one-room dirt floor house, one of 
the little boys had taken such a liking 
to me that he decided he would not 
let the hogs stay in the house while 
we ate. It was quite amusing to see 
him chasing them, crawling under the 
tables and chairs after them on his 
hands and knees. Apparently, the 
hogs could not understand what it 
was all about, inasmuch as they were 
not accustomed to being driven from 
the house which was their home as 
well as the home of the muchachos 
and their padre y madre. The boy 
was either too tired after he had suc- 
ceeded in getting the hogs out of the 
house or he considered the other ani- 
mals to be of a higher type, because 
he did not bother the dogs. However, 
the mother of the home was very 
considerate and when she was ready 
to call us to the table she took an 
ear of corn and shelled it in one 
corner of the room to attract all the 
chickens to that corner. The meal con- 
sisted, of course, entirely of native food 
which had been prepared in the 
kitchen which was only a shed with a 
place to build a fire outside the house. 


Here I examined my first piedra de 
molino, which is made by hewing out 
a flat place on one stone and taking 











another long stone, similar to a roll- 
ing pin with rounded handles to hold 
and flat on one side, with which they 
mash up their corn, beans, etc. In 
many places this is the only method 
they have of grinding. 


We were soon on our way to the 
adobe building on which the brethren 
had spent many a long, tedious, and 
hard hour’s work. The saints had 
gathered from several small churches 
within a few miles, or, possibly, a 
great many miles’ distance, for the 
one service we were to have with them. 
Here, again, we saw the glory of God 
shining on the faces of those who 
had lived their entire life in the 
depths of poverty, and had formerly 
known nothing but hardships, sadness, 
superstition, and fear. Praise God, 
they had been delivered from their 
superstition, fear, bondage, and bur- 
den of sin and are now on their way 
to a city whose builder and maker is 
God. There will be no poverty, no 
sadness, or heartaches in that city 
and the glory and comforts will be 
far more superior to the grandeur and 
luxury of the richest of the rich today 
and theirs are above the poverty and 
subnormal living conditions of these 
people with whom we were enjoying 
the blessed fellowship and communion 
of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 


We were scheduled to sleep in the 
church house that night, but since 
there was an epidemic of colds causing 
an unusual amount of coughing and 
spitting on the floor, I was very glad 
when I learned that one of the good 
brothers and his family had decided to 
move out and let us have the house 
for that night. Brother Hoggatt and 
Brother Bonilla spread some blankets 
on a table and slept there while I had 
the privilege of sleeping in a ham- 
mock. There were many advantages of 
sleeping in this hammock. For one 
thing, what little air there was stirring 
could strike me and pass all around 
me, which was badly needed in this 
tropical country. Then, too, any of the 
fleas that made the mistake of jump- 
ing off during the night could not con- 
veniently get back up to where I was. 
Of course, they did not all make that

mistake. It is probable that some of 
them had jumped off someone who 
had slept in a hammock before and 
realized that they could not get back 

on. 

Early the next morning we were 
up and ready for our three hours’ 
ride back to the car, but these precious 
people, realizing that we would be 
leaving early, had already prepared 
breakfast for us. When we arrived at 
the car we bade good-bye to a group 
of brethren who had come that far 
with us, and rushed back to Guate- 
mala City where, after taking just a 
few minutes’ rest, we attended service 
and preached to a house full of anx- 
ious souls while many -stood around 
the doors and windows on the out- 
side and listened. The presence of the 
Lord came down and His blessings 
were so real that I, for the time be- 
ing, forgot that I had made a trip 
and did not realize that my old body 
was tired. However, I realized it the 
next morning at 5 o’clock when 
Brother Syverson and myself had to 
get out to make the early morning 
plane for El Salvador. 

In El Salvador we found things quite 
different. We drove about fifty kilo- 
meters that night to the convention 
in El Congo, and how odd it seemed 
to have a paved road all the way. I 
told about this convention and our 
trip to Panama in last issue of the 
Evangel. 

I trust that none of you will spend 
your sympathy on me when you read 
about the few little hardships that I 
went through. If you want to sympa- 
thize with somebody, sympathize with 
our missionaries who are spending 
their whole time on the field and 
often endure far greater hardships 
than any of those I had the privilege 
of enduring, besides having to live 
away from friends and in a tropical 
country month after month, year 
after year. However, I doubt if they 
want you to sympathize with them, 
because when you get down there 
among those precious people you ap- 
preciate so much what God has done 
and is doing for them. You love them 
so much that it is really no sacrifice, 
but a joy beyond what the human 
tongue can tell. In the meanwhile, we 
should stand by them in our prayers 
and with our means and I am sure 
we shall all be glad when we see the 
happy faces from all walks of life in 
the great city of God.
